The Back Woods. 

Tbou bast seen tbe proud, swelling, rolling, and shining bub¬ 
ble, that fortune often blows at a breath from a single drop of 
human suds. Yet thou canst not Imagine by the aid of any such 
analogy the effect upon Bolton of bis lucky shot at .the four deer 
as they were huddled nearly together. 

He bore his honors meekly enough at first, but before many 
days had passed It was evident to all that Dolton was tio longer 
Bolton. He bad, In bis opinion, been born king of the race of 
deer, but bad long lived incognito, even to himself. And now 
he bad suddenly emerged from obscurity, ascended the throne 
that was his birthright, and been formally crowucd. And yet 
he was unhappy. Ktngilke, be naturally loved his subjects and 
yearned for a sight of them. But beyond a few pair of old 
horns over a hide store or livery stable, or tbe hindquarters of a 
defunct subject at a butcher’s shop, be could see nothing of 
them. He haunted tbe society of other potentates, and soon 
talked learnedly of “sign,” ‘‘running time," " old bucks," etc., 
became au fail on bunting rllles, and discoursed of "slinging 
lead " “ sixty rod on the jump," etc., as well as the best 
hunter In tbe town. He bought, a rifle at once; and though Hay¬ 
wood told him over aud over again that It was too early In tbe 
season for good still bunting, nothing would satisfy him but an 
Immediate trip to the Big Woods of Wisconsin. 

At last Haywood yielded, and on one of tbe loveliest of Indian 
Summer days, In early October, they reached the cabin of one of 
tbe few settlers on tbe Eau Galle river, odb of the tributaries of 
tbe Chippewa, one of the fairest streams In which a trout ever 
(lashed, and flowing through what once was as flue a game and 
trout region as the sun ever shone upon. 

Bolton had been practicing with bis rifle every day since he. 
ha 1 bought It, and being of sound health, steady nerve and good 
sight, had learned in a short time to shoot so well that he could 
at the target beat hla friend Ilaywood, who did not practice at 
all, which he considered an additional proof of his royal birth 
In the deer hunters' world. But bis ecstasy overflowed when he 
found that be could even beat the old settler himself—ao old 
hunter too; one of tbe real old Leatherstocklngs you read about, 
with an ‘ old Kentucky rifle," too; an old backwoodsmau living In 
the very heart of the backwoods, that place where they snuff 
candles and drive nails at 100 yards, and put balls In deers’ 
hearts on tbe jump at “sixty rod,” as a matter of course. And 
when he heard that there was “lots of sign around” his joy was 
unbounded until It suddenly became dashed with a shade of anx¬ 
iety to koow what he was going to do with all hla deer; for Bol¬ 
ton though a mere tyro, was not a pig, and even If be could 
would not shoot anything to waste. And when their host whose 
name was Judson said, “There ain’t do use of hunting now; the 
woods Is too noisy,” be really felt sympathy for hls weakness, 
quite forgetting that Haywood had told him the same thing 
more than forty times. 

The river, a swift crystal stream some thirty, feet wide, ran 
through a wild and romantic valley from 300 to 500 yards wide. 
This was bounded by rolling bills about 150 feet high, all heavily 
clad with “hardwood” timber. Three or four kinds of oak, 
with basswood, ash, maple and other forest trees, all mingled tbe 
varied dyes of their Autumn dress In one grand Bplash of splen¬ 
dor over the landscape, upon which a tall pine of somber green 
looked here and there sedately down. Valleys and ravines wound 
here and there from the bills Into tbe river valley, filled like tbe 
river valley Itself with rock elm, soft elm, soft maple, Iron wood, 
ash, maple, oak and basswood, and other trees; while the open¬ 
ings below tbe trees were tilled with a prodigal profusion of black 
and red haw, tborn apple, red and yellow wild plum, wild goose¬ 
berry, grape vines, currant, blackberry, blghbush cranberry, red, 
white, yellow and black raspberries, and various other sbtubs 
and bushes. Through two of these valleys which came to the 
river within 200 yards of the house rau two swift, sparkling 
trout brooks aud 500 yards or so above, came auother. One 
wouud a part of Its stream through Judson'a dooryard, and when 
they went to dip water frtun It to drink, Bolton and Haywood 
could see trout dart Into the shady cover of tbe grass-fringed 
bank. 

Haywood knew all about hunting on tbe dry leaves In dry, still 
weather, and concluded to try fishing. But Bolton could be told 
nothing; armed with a compass, and Instructed that the river 
ran north and south, while every valley ran to the river, he 
started gaily out In the morning after deer. 

Haywood took bla line, and started up one of tbe brooks that 
led to the river. Along through arcades of alder, wild plum and 
black haw he followed the sparkling stream, as clear aud cold as 
the drip from an Iceberg. From tbe ordinary fisherman’s point 
of view the fishing was line. That Is, the flsh were plenty and 
hit freely. But tbe great blight which has ever rested upon all 
the brook trout fishing that It ever was my lot to see In the 
Northwest, and, In fact, as far as I am concerned, everywhere 
else, rested with leaden weight upon Haywood also. The trout 
were too tame; they bit too freely at a clumsy hook with a great 
gross worm on It, and though they picked and fought with true 
gamlness, they were not big enough to break tackle, and ao could 
be hauled directly out when once fast. When trout act thus the 


fishing Is robbed of Its greatest charm for the true angler. He 
can still enjoy the hiss and sparkle of the waters, love the cool 
shades of the alders, hsnglovlogly over boulders, sit ou the cross 
fallen tree, and examine hls face In tbe mirror beneath, and dou¬ 
bly relish hls lunch by the foaming cascade. But the great cen¬ 
tral charm Is gone. And yet I have seen a great coarse-grained 
swell display a string of seventy or eighty trout, half of them 
flDgerllngs too, and strut and dilate about “ the skill required to 
catch a trout,” when all that was needful was to keep out of 
sight, and not display too much pole. To talk about that being 
“ skill ” Is an insult to common sense. 

The consequence was that Haywood, after catching about 
twenty, and throwing back half of them as too small, began to 
Lire of sucb easy work. He loved fishing well enough, and had 
there been nothing else, could bave speut a happy day along the 
waltzing waters of tbe pools, and the gay gallopade of the riffles. 
But be well knew that lu these valleys lived other old friends, 
and as he had forgotten to bring tackle suitable for fishing the 
river, which still contained a few large trout, he concluded to try 
variety. 

Oolng to tbe house he waited till afteruoon, and then took hls 
rifle and whistled up Doc, a canine conglomerate of window-mop, 
wash-board and meat-ax,which Judson called bis “bullfoundlund- 
poodlehound." Doc was trained about like all other country 
dogs, so that when Haywood started off aud ordered him to stay 
at heel he shot out In front like a cat out of a sack, and was 
soon out of sight among tbe thorn apples and black haws up tbe 
valley. 

Haywood followed him, however, and lu about ten minutes 
heard him barking lu a very perfunctory style near tbe foot of 
the hill, some 300 yards away. Arriving there be found him 
seated on a stump—the stump of hls former tall—looking up Into 
a tree with a very deliberate and regular wow, wow, mow, repeated 
every half minute. 

And what Is that strange thing ou which Haywood’s eye, after 
so long a search amoDg the red leaves, fioally rests.

Butha, look! What are those few fine things floating down¬ 
ward from 111 Feathers! What can feathers be* doing on such 
a thing! Yet, see, they can be nothing else. 

Bang, goes another shot; there is a heavy body bustling down¬ 
ward, a rush of the dog, a heavy thump, bounce and flutter on 
tbe ground; a burly burly of flying feathers, bouncing bird, 
grabbing dog, and Haywood kicking, in a rnonnot he gets tbe 
dog kicked off, and holds up, with head neatly carved off, our 
old friend, the ruffed grouse. 

Perhaps some fastidious reader may say this was “ pot-shoot¬ 
ing.” Be It so. We will Lot stop to argue the question; 1 will 
simply ask, have you ever tried Itl 

Whether pot shooting or not Haywood seems to appreciate It, 
for he Is again earnestly looking up Into the trees, while Doc 
starts Off on another scoutlDg expedition up the bottom. And 
before ten minutes have passed hls voice again rings out along 
the hills In a regular wow wow mow. Hastening up there, be 
finds him planted again very systematically on hls stump beneath 
a large thorn apple bush, barking at something above; and In a 
moment Haywood sees two grouse standing tall and still as ten 


pins ou a limb scarce ten feet from the ground, to which they had 
flown as the dog came up. 

Forgetting that they were very low down, or perhaps, feeling 
that be was out of practice and could not make a very line ahot, he 
walked up within twelve paces. The birds began to prick up the 
feathers a little on tbe back of their heads, and with a faint nod 
uttered a very gentle clink-clink-clink. In another secoud there 
was a flash of white and brown, a roar of obstreperous wings, and 
Haywood and Doc were alone.

Neither did Bryant, Wordsworth, Thoreau, Whitman, 
Burroughs or any other man who never threaded the depths of 
“ the forest primeval ’’ on one of the loveliest of Indian Summer 
days with a rifle on hls shoulder, high hope careenlDg through 
his bosom, and a perpetual tickle on the riba of expectation. 

Scarcely half a mile from the house Bolton began to And elgus 
which even the most Inexperienced eye never falls to read aright. 
He well kuew there was no ether animal In these woods that 
could make the long, sharp-toed tracks that now showed here aud 
there ou places of soft bare ground. He could not fall to know 
what manner of hoof It was that, hero and there, had pressed a 
dead leaf deep Into the soil of damp places. When he saw the 
ground scraped bare In spots, It needed no practised eye to tell 
what kind of a hoof had pawed It. Like the glimpse of a loved 
one’s sweet face among a crowd of strangers, the first track 
thrilled hls heart with a sudden outburst of banked up Are. tils 
hand began to tremble on the (ustant as he threw bis rifle Into 
position and cocked It. Then be peered cautiously around, ran 
hls eye down the serried ranks of tree trunks, scanned the green 
vistas among the bushes that stood here and there in patches, 
then gazed far Into tbe dim amphitheater of mingled colors and 
forms where, on the outside of the circle of vision In tbe woods, 
all things fade Into a beautiful blurr. Clearly on hls eye were 
painted the tall trim truuks of the basswood, the broad solidity 
of some heavy white oak, tbe dark shaggineas of the black oak, 
the dsrk, gray smoothness of the red oak's body, tbe flamlug 
head of the maple, and the brown, the gold, the crimson of other 
forest ruonarcbe. Along the ground be saw the brilliant carmine 
head of the ginseng, the clustered purple berries of the piquant, 
splgnel, the still greenish leaves of the feru, tbe sweeping, full 
hung limbs of the choke cherry, higher up, the black clusters of 
the common wild cherry, and all around the iroowooc', dog¬ 
wood, and various other trees of lesser sort. And everywhere 
what a lovely place for a deer to stand I What lovely distances 
for g dead center shot. Yet he looked and looked In vain. 

He listened, too, for the sound of bounding hoofs, the crack of 
brush, the loug drawn snort, or the plalutlve bleat of all which 
he had heard and read, yet no sound broke on hls ear but the 
drum of some distant grouse, the crash of leaves beneath the 
spring of some squirrel, the rough tattoo of the great wood¬ 
pecker, the harsh squall of the blue-jay, and the grating croak 
of tbe wheellug raven high above blm. 

He now put Into use hls great natural’skill as a hunter of deer, 
and oh, how cautiously he sneaked along 1 With what soft and 
delicate tread (as It seemed to Aim) be wouod hls way around 
brush and everything that could make a noise! How silently (as 
It seemed to Aim) be crept over the. fallen tree trunk, tbe moss- 
covered log, the dead leaves and twigs that on all hands lay ao 
crisp aDd dry; upon the old, decaying body of some ancient res¬ 
ident of tbe forest, hollowed at one end, covered with toad¬ 
stools at Ibe other, robed lu moss ou one side, and dank and 
green beneath; he Baw tbe ruffed grouse spread hls broad-handed 
fan, strut a few feet at hls approach, then with roaring rush up¬ 
ward and onward, fade from bis sight. Over the crisp, rustling 
leaves he saw and heard tbe squirrel ply hls scampering feet, to 
hls native tree. He saw the black squirrel taking bla morning 
sun-bath on the outstretched limb, and hls grey brother keeping 
time with hls bushy tall to hls energetic bark, or saw them both 
fly In terror at tbe approach of the little red tyrant of the squir¬ 
rel family, and every momeut he saw with fancy’s eye a great 
buck, resplendent with shining horns of “seven points” or 
“nloe prongs.” with broad chest aud massive neck, shining coat 
and great lustrous orbs, standing (n a nice open place and 
squared around broadside like the artist deer—distance about 
forty yards. 

The farther he went on the more sure be felt of seeing It. For 
tbe tracks and sign grew more plenty and fresh. Along tbe 
ridges where the oak trees were plenty, and the ground well 
strewn with acorns, he saw sign at every step. There was 
scarcely a square yard of ground In ,any direction that did not 
plainly Bhow prints of sharp-pointed hoofs, either In tbe dark 
soil Itself or In the dry leaves, pressed down and dented through.

Yet that buck appeared not ex- 
rent In fancy’s mirror, where he grew every hour bigger, older, 
fatter, heavier, and moro numerously pronged; a trifle fMther off 
than before, but Btill within good “ dead center shot distance. 

O n and on and on he strolled. He looked with supreme contempt 
at the soulrrel’s head that from the fork of the tree peered so lnvltr 
ng y a the rllle. A woodchuck startled him out of his boots at 
first: as It ran for its hole In the butt of a heavy old tree; scram¬ 
bled Inside, and then stopped to look at him, withhis head pro¬ 
jecting just enougn to make a beautiful 8hot *, rlfl . 

thought it was a raccoon it looked so large and ho turned his 
rifle upon It at first. But he suddenly bethought himself. He 
had heard from old hunters that In hunting deer one o^ould Are 
at nothing else, aud with a very contemptuous glance at the hole, 
where the head had disappeared as he was about to pull the trig¬ 
ger, he took down his rifle. 

About noon, however, a bit of hunting lore occurred to him. 

He had heard that one often stood as good a chance for a good 
shot by taking a seat along “ a runway," and sitting B “*

The New United States Geologist—A Brier Sketch of His 
Career—Born In New York State-Educated In 
Illinois—From War to Science.

The career of John Wesley Powell, the new United States 
geologist, Is remarkable In many respects, and offers Its sugges¬ 
tions to tbe young men of the present age. He la one of a class 
of men wbo never notice obstacles In their way, but press forward 
without regard to circumstances or the machinations of Individu¬ 
als He views the operations of his enemies in slleDce, and while 
thev sleep he marshals his forces, and comes off victorious. If 
beaten, he ueeB his temporary defeat only as a stepping stoneto 
something better, and finally sees his rivals successfu ly dis¬ 
tanced. As will be seen, .these remarks have a close application 
to the final outcome of the struggle which, but a short year ago, 
overthrew the four great geologic and natural history surveys In 

the West, and erected one vast organization of which be Is now 

^Professor J. W. Powell was born at Mt. Morris, N. Y., fh 1884, 
and is now In bis 48th year. His father was a Methodist clergy¬ 
man, who occupied various pulpits In Ohio, Wisconsin and Illi¬ 
nois. The subject of this sketch was ten years old when he ar¬ 
rived In this state. During his educational training he studied 
at Intervals In the Illinois college, Wheaton college, and at Ober- 
Hn. When the rebellion broke loose he enlisted In the 80th Illi¬ 
nois regiment, and was speedily advanced to the rank of lieuten¬ 
ant. He was transferred to the 3d Illinois artillery, made captain 
of Battery F, and afterward promoted to the rank of major. He 
participated In tbe various battles of the Western army. In the 
far famed struggle at Shiloh, he lost his right arm and was com¬ 
pelled to withdraw for a period. He had no sooner recovered 
than he returned to hie poet, which he never deserted “"Bl *>«>- 
unties ceased. The cessation of war led him from fields of glory 
Into nature’s own domain. He was appointed professor of geo - 
ogy and curator of the museum at Illinois University, which posl- 
tlon he thereafter resigned for a similar one at the Illinois Nor- 

“iQ^the'summer of 1807, with a party of professors and students, 
be visited the mountain region of Colorado for scientific study. 

In 1868 a second party was organized under his direction, which 
penetrated farther Into the canyon country, and In October, 1868, 
a camp was effected on White river, 130 miles above Its mouth. 
From this point, during the Winter of 1868 - 09 , excursions were 
made southward to the Grand river, dowD the White river to the 
Green, northward to the Yampa, etc., all of which created a de¬ 
sire to explore the grand canyons of the Green and Colorado 

r * & i8ti9 Major Powell organized a river expedition. His party 
of four boats and ten men consisted of mountaineers and volun¬ 
teer assistanta. They started their boats at the Union Pacific 
crossing of the Green river May 34, and ultimately arrived at the 
mouth of the Rio Vlrgen. Three men left and climbed the can¬ 
yon walls; they were surprised and killed by a party of Indians. 
The Summer of 1870 was spent in ascertaining points at which 
the river may be reached from its banks. 

In 1871-73 the river was surveyed by him, aided by the gov- 

er in*l873, Major Powell was placed at the head of the United 
States Geological Survey of the Rocky Mountain region. During 
the years 1874-75-76-77 and 78 attention was given to geologi¬ 
cal work In Utah, Nevada, California and Arizona. 

In 1879 there were four powerful organizations, rivaling with 
each other for possession of such scientific knowledge os was 
hidden west of the 100th meridian. Dr. F. V. Hayden was at 
the head of the U. 6. Geological and Geographical Survey of the 
territories, tbe oldest of the geologic surveys. Clarence King 
was geologist fh charge of the next In point of age, the U. B. 
Geological Exploration of the 40th parallel. Major J. W. Powell 
was chief of the Dext younger, the U. 8. Geological Survey of 
the Rocky Mountain region. Captain George M. Wheeter, corps 
of engineers, U. 8. A., had command of the youngest, the United 
8tates Geographical Surveys west of the 100th meridian. It be¬ 
came evident to scientists and the country, that the domain west 
of the Mississippi was too small for so many surveys conducted 
on so vast a scale. The National Academy of Sciences, at the re¬ 
quest of Congress, offered a plan of consolidation. It was ac¬ 
cepted, and after a hard fought battle for supremacy by the vari¬ 
ous heads of these powerful organizations, Clarence King, a 
graduate of the Sheffield Scientific school, waa appointed by Pres¬ 
ident Hayes, and confirmed by Congress, as the head and front 
of the new regime Mr. King was a peculiar man. He had his 
own Ideas of a national survey, and proposed to execute them or 
resign. He asked Congresslfor a stated appropriation, and got 
a hundred thousand dollars less. He wanted to extend his do- 
minion over every state and territory In the Union, but states- 
right representatives, scientists, and periodicals promptly raised 


an outcry. Hedged In on all sides, accused of running the sur¬ 
vey in the Interests of tbe mining Industry, denied of complete 
appropriations, and battled by opponentaof "states' Interference," 
he resigned. 

At the time of the appointment of Clarence King as United 
States Geologist, another Important occurrence took place. A 
Bureau of Ethnology was formed under the Smithsonian Institu¬ 
tion, mainly through the efforts of Major Powell, who waa placed 
at Its head. During the year, while Clarence King was setting 
the scientific world In a condition of extreme curiosity on account 
of the peculiar arrangement of his affairs, Major I’owell waa mak¬ 
ing excellent use of hlB opportunity In bis choBeD field. It was 
daring this time that the press had occasion to make frequent 
reference to the work projected under his dlrectiou: ‘ Study of 
Mortuary Customs among the North American Imlians,” “ 3tudy 
of Sign Language among the North American Indians,” and 
“ Introduction to tbe Study of Indian Languages." From first 
to last bla career had been open to the favorable comment of the 
public, and progressive. It was not surprising, consequently, 
that In March of this year President Garfield nominated Major 
Powell for the position of Director of tbe Geological Survey In 
place of King, resigned. He was fortunutely confirmed before 
the Senate dead-lock. 

I first made the acquaintance of Major Powell at the Boston 
meeting of the American Association for the Advancement of 
Science last August We were both quartered at the Hotel Ven- 
dome, during the session, where abundant opportunity waa 
offered to cultivate bla acquaintance, and to observe his manners. 
He was one of the most popular, yet withal, the moat quiet meu 
in the assembly of scientists. He usually dined with president 
Lewis H. Morgan and family, of Rochester, and conducted the 
permanent aub-seettou of anthropology during Its session. At a 
dinner party given by Mrs. John T. Sargent, that lady, In a con¬ 
versation with the writer, referred with much pleasure to his 
presence at the Radical Club. I find In her newly issued and 
charming work, “ Sketches and Reminiscences of the Radical 
Club ” one of his very powerful addresses on “Indian Ethics." Mrs. 
Sargent,"in her prelude to this, says he depicted with graphic 
touches, relieved by a fine story telling vein, the cosmology, 
myths and customs of the North American savages, and the curi¬ 
ous materialism which had within It, at every turn, a spiritual or 
mythical belief. The large engraving of Major Powell which 
accompanies this sketch, exhibits a man of medium height, and 
stout build, a large head, with broad and prominent brow, heavy 
hair, whiskers, moustache and eyebrows, dark eyes and fine cut 
features, on which rests a nose that gives prominence to the 

facial expreeaton. . ., . . *, . 4i - 

Professor Powell Is well known in this Btate as an able scientific 
lecturer and citizen, and a liberal policy will be expected of him 
In view of his ability.

He had thirty gowns and 
cossacks, fifty-eight dogs, one hundred pairs of breeches, one 
hundred pairs of boots, four hundred pairs of Bhoes, eighty wigs, 
yet always wore his own hair, eighty wagons and carta, e ghty 
ploughs, and used none, thirty wheelbarrows, so many walking 
sticks that a toyman In Leicester Fields bid his executor eight 
pounds for them, sixty horses and mares, three hundred pick¬ 
axes, seventy-five ladders, and two hundred and forty razors.—

The Rules and Premium List of the Nebraska Bench 
Show. 

The following are the rulee and premium Hat of the Nebraska 
Bench Show, to be held at LIdcoId, under the auspices of the 
Nebraska State Sporteinen’a Association, May 18, 19 and 20. 


STANDARD. 

The standard of points of the cocker spaniel, as defined and adopted 
oy the club, is as follows: 

A cocker spaniel must not weigh more than twenty eight pounds,nor 
less than eighteen pounds. 

General appearance, symmetry, etc. (value 10). A cocker spaniel 
should be emlueutly a well built, graceful, and active dog, and should 
tdiow strength without heaviness or clumsiness. Any of the spaniel 
nilorsls allowable, hut beauty of color and marking must be taken 
into consideration. 

Head (value 15) should bo of fair length, mur.zle cut off square, tapor- 
iug gradually from the eye, bin not snipey Skull rising lu a graceful 
curve from the stop, and with the same outline at the occiput, the 
curve Hue being flatter but still curving at the middle of the skull. The 
head should be narrowest at the eyos and broadest at the set-on of ears, 
and, viewed from the front, the outline belweeu the cars should be a 
Hourly perfect segment ol a circle. Tho stop is marked and a groove 
lUUHUpthe skull, gradnally becoming less apparent, till lost about 
half way to the occiput. This prevents the domed King Charles' skull, 
aud there should not he the heaviness of the large field spaniel, but a 
light, graceful, well-balanced head Jaws level, neither undershot uor 
pig-jawed, teeth strong, regular, aud free from canker. 

Byes (value ft) roautland moderately full. They should correspond 
in color with tho coat. 

Bars (value 10) lobular, set on low, leather flue, and not extending be¬ 
yond the nose, well clothed with long silky hair, which must be straight 
or wavy—no positive curls or ringlets. 

Neck and bhouldera (value 10).—Neck shonld be sufficiently lone to 
allow the nose to reach the ground easily; muscular, and running Into 
well shaped, sloplug shoulders. 

Body (value 15).—Rlbrshould be well sprung; chest of fair width and 
depth: body well ribbed back, short lu the coupling, flank free from any 
lucked tip appearance, loiu strong. 

Leugtb (value 5), from tip of nose to root of tall should be about 
twice the height at shoulder, rather more than less. 

Legs and Feot (value 15)—The forelegs should he short, strong In 
hone and muscle; straight, neltber bent in nor out at elbow; pas- 
lerus straight, short and slrong; elbows well let down ; the hind legs 
should he strong, with well-bent stifles; hocks straight, looked at from 
behind, aud near the ground. Feet shoald be of good size, ro'.od, turn¬ 
ing neither in nor out, toes not too spreading; the soles should be fur¬ 
nished with hard, horny pads, aud there should he plenty of hair be¬ 
tween the toes. 

Coal (value 101 should be abundant, soft and silky, straight or wavy, 
hut without curl; chest, legs aud tall well feathered. There should bo 
no top knot or early hair on top of head. 

Tall (value 5), usually docked, carried nearly level with the back. 
At work It is carried lower, with a quick nervous action, which is char¬ 
acteristic of the breed.

Spring In Ibe Kennel. 

It March has been mindful of the proverb, and gone out like 
a Iamb, the daye may now be mild and Bunny. It will be time 
then to commence the Spring cleaulng and repairing. Do the 
latter first. Qo over every bit of your keooele; Winter may 
have made ravages here aud there, and the doge may have 
helped. If there la any rotten wood or board, kick it out— 
patchwork la never nice, and doga are alwaya on the outlook for 
likely placea to go through. After the repairs are flulabed, It la a 
good plan to go In for a thorough cleanelng and disinfecting of 
the kenDela. Do this lu any way that you may think best, but 
It can do no harm If I just mention the method I myself 
adopt In what I term my big kennel, In contradiction to tbe leaser 
onea. The room la fifteen feet by fifteen feet, and nine feet high, 
under a substantial loft, the whole being new; the walla are 
brick, and the floor la brick, bood, I hope, to be cemented. Choos¬ 
ing a dry day In one of tbe earlier or later weeks of April, when 
the glass stands high and tbe wind Is about north, I have the 
brick floor scoured and washed down, tbe benches having been 
removed out of doors. The walls are next well scrubbed down, 
as well as tbe glsss in the windows. Tbe roof Is tbeu lime- 
washed, and afterward tho walls. Brlmstooe Is afterward 
lighted In an old saucepan-lid 

Brimstone thus burned Is a capital disinfectant for kennels, 
after they have had the misfortune to be visited either by dis¬ 
temper or mange; but If there la anything within that might 
take fire, the eaucepen-Ud containing the brimstone and the glow¬ 
ing embers ought' to be anspended over a bucket of water by 
means of a pair of tongs. 

Doors and windows are now closed for four or five hours. 
Meanwhile the benches are Ihoroughly washed wltb hot water 


and soda, and done over with carbolic acid and water, one part 
to a hundred. The floor being again washed when quite dry, the 
beoches are replaced, and, of course, fresh bedding put thereon. 
If any renewal of paint-work Is needed, that Is seen to next. A 
kennel thus treated should, with ordinary care, defy disease for 
six months to come; and If any Illness does come on, It will be 
from other causes than the neglect of hygienic cleanliness. 

But the Spring winds and Spring ml breed much evil to our 
canine friends. Beware of letting your dogs shiver In the north¬ 
east wind! It breeds colds, dlarrlnea, and even dysentery, and 
sometimes hepatic catarrh, the symptoms of which are often ob¬ 
scure, and sometimes more negative than positive. If April Is 
anything like what It ought to he—suuehlue and showers—there 
will geucrally be one or two dry hours every day. Take advan¬ 
tage of these to run your dogs, and run them well while you are 
about It. Exercise them on the convict Bystem, “ multum in 
parvo," the “multum ’’ bavlog reference to the exercise, and the 
1 parvo ” to the time. If there should be a continuance of wet 
days, exercise just the same, ouly rub them down before they are 
turned Into the kennel or kennel yard. If you are wise, and 
have a few valuable dogs, then -unless your kennel yards cau 
boast of a verandah to protect your outdoor benches—by all 
means have a tarpaulin covering; and now Is just the time to 
rig It. It can be done by your kennel-boy easily; It will protect 
your dogs from the pelting showers of Spring and Autumn, and 
from tbe rays of the Midsummer sun. 

Having perfected your kennels, and given a coatlog of ga6-tar 
to such out-door wood work as requires It, turn your attention to 
tho dogs themselves. I believe In a thorough Spring dressing 
to tliclr skins, whether red or not, and If you give a castor-oil 
purgative there will be no III effects from It. Here Is a good one: 
Train or flsh oil, one quart; purest carbolic acid, half an ounce; 
turpentine, five ounces; finely powdered gunpowder, one ounce. 
Mix, rub well Into the Bkin (do not merely smear the coat), and 
keep the dogs very warm and comfortable, giving twice the 
usual amount of bedding, for two days, when they must be 
washed. 

A box full of dry earth, with a small Bhovel In It, Is bandy In 
a kennel; It ought to staud In a corner, and If after the morning 
cleaning any mess should be made, a little of the contents can 
be thrown over It, until It can be swept up. 

Grass should now be abundant, and dogs should have free ac¬ 
cess to It, but do not omit letting them have vegetables twice a 
week at least. Nettle tops come In very handy now; pull the 
greenest and freshest, and plunge them Into boiling water, with 
a little salt. They do not take long to do, aud they ought then 
to be well masbed and mixed with the food. 

It will be time, about tbe middle of this quarter, to think of 
getting your boxes, etc., ready for the show season. If you are 
happily possessed of dogs of snlllclent merit to be exhibited. 
The boxes must be in size just large enough for the comfort of 
your dog, strong both in body, locks and hinges, and with pleoty 
of ventilation prolfcleii by rnisnt bars, so that It shall be impossi¬ 
ble to cram auy other box close cuougb to yours to stop a free 
supply of air. Galvanized chains are best, as they do not rust. 
Plato leather collars are to be worn at shows. The dog’s cloth¬ 
ing, If he wears any, should now be 6ecn to and mended, or new 
jackets made, for short-haired dugs are extremely liable to catch 
cold ou the show benches. Look well to the skin of your dogs, 
and treat the.iuost Incipient mauge, or even the suspicion of it, 
sti-undrm nrltni, and at once.— K"<jlUh Exchanye.

E., Charlottesville, Va.—This mornlug I found my setter doc almost 
nliable to rise, and only standing or ciAktng a few steps with great 
difficulty. Ho seems to have little use of bis hind legs, and appears to 
be suffering from uuralveis or severe rheumatism. He Is In tne prime 
of life, unite healthy otherwise, and bis condition Is not the result of 
recent distemper. Ho is unusually fat, having become bo In the last 
few weeks, it has been suggested that he has worm in the liver I 
am kccpl ug him in front ofthe fire and rubbing him with Mustang ilnl 
incut. The dog was very well and active yesterday, and after having been 
thoroughly washed with carbolic acid soap, swam after my boat about 
half a mile. The duy war warm, arid the dog used to the water but 
had not been lu it before during this Sprlug. Could that have caus 
his present condition? Please prescribe Tor him, also tell me how 
can distinguish rheumatism from purnlysls? Ans.—If It were paralysis 
he would uot he uble to use the hind parts, aud there would be no reel¬ 
ing when pricked with a pin. This, we think, is acute rheumatism 
from being In the water too loug, and from over exertion. Bathe the 
back and hips with a liniment or arnica, laudanum ood liquor ammonia, 
each one on nee, water one pint, mix; apply two or three times a day, 
and give the following: Take of po colchleum twenty grains, iodide 
of pot us h one dram, water two ounces, mix; and give a teaspoonftil 
three or lour limes a day. Restrict the diet a little. After a week or 
leu days, it he Is not better, try the prescription given to W. A. R., Fort 
Worth, in Issue of April 30. 

A U. 8.,i Bbrevosport, La.—Some weeks ago by following a course of 
treatment for distemper and pneumonia combined, that I saw in my 
Chicago Fiki.d, I saved the life of my setter, oue year old. The dog is 
now perfectly-well with the exception of a light attack of chorea, which 
affects the left side of the head. His appetite and splrils arc good hut 
he does not Improve as fast as I think he should. I am now giving 
him the nitrate or eilvci uud bromide of potash, as prescribed in Cm- 
1*00 Klei n April Si. for P. E. B.. Syracuse, Neb. Do you think that 
will answer the purpose’ Would It bo better to try the treatment rec¬ 
ommended in issue ol April 30. to W. A. It., Fort Worth? I forgot to 
say that my dog is eoullnnally troubled with large gatherings in his 
throat, which appear to come to a head in about four days'time, and 
then open themselves without being lanced. Please tell me what to 
do. Aus —Your dog needs a tonic but different from both of those you 
refer to. I he abscesses around the throat indicate a low, bad condi¬ 
tion or the system, and the chorea, nervous Irritation. The bromide of 
potash and silver have done no harm, but the following will be better: 
Take of sulphate of iron one dram, sulphate of quinine one dram and 
gentian root two drams, mix and divide Into thirty pills—give one night 
aud morning lu a capsule. Feed liberally, some meat every day, and 
give a tablcspoouful of cod liver oil two or three times a day. 

n., Charlotte. N. C —In your Issue of April 7, yon prescribed for rav 
setter bitch, she has improved very much under the treat men t but 
still shows weakness In the hind quarters. When she tries lo bark she 
makes a flue, squeaking noise, her voice apparently Is almost entirely 
gone. Go you think she cau be fully restored to health, and Is the 
Irmiblc likely to return? I neglected to state In my former letter that 
I thought she had been hurt In some way while in whelp last Summer. 
She seemed all right until one week before she was due to whelp 
when I found her suffering from hemorrhage, which continued several 
days. She whelped then and the puppies all died within a Tow hours 
I have bred her ouce since then. She whelped four, two of which died 
within twelve hours, aud the others grew op fluely. Pleaue tell me 
wiiut lo do further. Aiib.—W e would not recommend too much medi¬ 
cation, but rather let her alone for a while, and give nature a chance to 
recover, butlf at any lime she seems weakly and out of health, give 
I he treatment prescribed for A.H.S., Shreveport. La, In this issue 
She may In course of time entirely recover, but if she does not, do not 
be disappointed. Let her go over one season without breeding. 

P > —My seller dog's cyca have been very much ln- 

llnincd for the last four weeks, causing them to run badly. The haw 
shows a groat deal more than 11 did before I his trouble came ou, cover¬ 
ing nearly one-half of the ball or one eye, which is the worst. Several 
persons who have seen It call it hooks, and say the membrane most he 
cut out, as they claim it is the growth of that which causes the trouble. 

I have tried hathlug with several different preparations, none of which 
seems to do unv good. What would you advise? Ans —The hooks Is 
au imaginary disease, but the haws do frequently become inflamed 
ami enlarge, and cover a good portion of the eyes, when oftentimes 
they require amputating, or a portion oxcised. Try a warm lotion of 
milk aud water, half and half, two or three times a day, and apply once 
a day, with a camel’s hair brush, directly to the inflamed haw, a solu¬ 
tion of nitrate of silver, ten grains, to an ounce of water. (Jontinuo It 
lor three or four weeks. If that does uo good employ a qualified vet- 
eriunrv surgeon to excise a small portion of the upper part of the haw. 

W. II. C., Savannah, Ga.—Will you please recommend course of treat¬ 
ment for my setter puppy, between six nud seven months old, that has 
had the distemper several weeks? I have given her four grains James’ 
powders each morning for four days, but she does not seem to Improve 
much. Her cough still hangs on; her eyes arc still mattered: appetite 
not very good, though she eafe some. Ans.—James' powder as a febrl- 
luge, has lung since become obsolete, as it la uncertain In Its action, 
as all aotimonlal compounds are. If you hud given tincture of aconlto 
root In one drop doses, every hour, or a Dover’s powder morning 
mul night, you would have succeeded better. Give a mixture or elixir 
ralisayu, irou and hisinuLh two ounces, syrup toln two ounces, potash 
nitrate one dram, water to make six ounces, mix aud give a dessert¬ 
spoonful three times a day, aud in addition give a two grain quinine 
pill twice a day Feed several times a day, but little at a time, on light 
diet—beef tea, bread and milk, etc. Keep her dry uud clean.

II. W. L., New York.—A few weeks since I tried the use of toe- 
weights on a horse who bad an old quarter-crack. Two days after Ihe 
horse was very lame, and could not step on the heel oftbe lame fool at 
all. Inflammation broke onl at the union of the hoof and hair, and 
a small quantity of matter exuded. The hoof bus been poulticed dur- 
lug much of the time, since the lameness first appeared. The horse Is 
better now, but limps If driven, and there Is a hard ridge where the in 
flammalion wan Tnere are two new quarter cracks ou the other fore¬ 
foot, which Beem to cause no trouble, as yet. Please give directions for 
treatment. Aus.—The lameness arose from a sudden reopening of tho 
quarter-crack and pinching of the soft parts underneath,or from a bruise 
or the quarter,on account of the extra knee action given by the weights. 
The treatment in either case would essentially be to examine the 
root carefully and determine the exact condition of things. If the 
crack pinches the flesh beneath, pare away tho sides of the crack deep 
enough Jo relieve the pinching, and Tor half au inch on each side; keep 
lUe flesh from cropping np In tho crack with powdered blue stone; cut 
across the crack at the top deep enough to cut through the hoof and 
oue inch long, to cut off the danger or the crack extending right away 
upasthehoof grows, then apply a light blister of flics to lire lower 
cage or the hair, and keop a cold water swab on tho foot continually for 
a few weeks. When he Ib ready to shoe, apply a bar shoe, giving the 
trou gentle pressnre, bat take all the bearing off the cracked quarter by 
reducing the wall for an Inch each side of the crack. Continue this 
shoeing till the crack is all grown down. If the trouble comes from a 
bruise on the quarter, remove the shoe, pare out the sole quite thin and 
If anv pus 1 b confined let it out, and Inject carbolic lotion, one of acid 
to thirty of water, into the hole morning and night, nud apply the cold 
water swab and subsequent shoeing as directed above.

—We are In receipt of the first | 
number of the Rifleman's Journal, published In New York, under , 
the management of Mr. A. H. Weston, and, as stated at the head 
of Its columns, devoted to rifle shooting at Creedmoor.

small four page paper, sent free, and Is expected, apparently, to 
succeed as an advertising medium, If It succeeds at all. Since 
the withdrawal of the state support from the National Rifle Asso¬ 
ciation, Its managers have been plunged Into a se^gf trouble to 
make, vulgarly speaking, both enda meet. While It was privi¬ 
leged to draw from the public treasury large Bums to aid In the 
sustaining of Its range, the National Rifle Association of America, 
national only in name, was run as a cloBe corporation; and a 
rifleman, no matter what bis record as a marksman, who did not 
meet the requirements of Its aristocratic management, stood no 
show whatever of admission to the privileged circle. Western 
riflemen will not soon forget the treatment received by their rep¬

Eight Weeks In the South. 


Chicago, Ili 

Editor Chicago Field: —Having made several trips to the 
South during the Winter season, and finding your esteemed pa 
per universally in the hands of the sportsmen there, as else¬ 
where, It may not be Inopportune for me to note down a Jew 
jottings from the wayside, the result* of my shooting in Missis¬ 
sippi, Louisiana and Texas during the months of February and 
March of this year. 

Having left Chicago on the twenty-fourth of January, taking 
with me my favorite Irish red setter bitch, by champion Rufus 
ex Erluell, via Illinois Central to Cairo, from where I took the 
Great Jackson R. R., I stopped oyer at Canton, Miss., where I 
met several sportsmen, who had laid out extensive plans to give 
uie the finest quail shooting the state afforded. 

I arrived at, Canton In the small hours of the morning. At 
daylight I heard the call, gathering In of the clan, and at an early 
hour we were mounted, attended by mounted servants, and 
started for the fields, under the charge of sheriff Priestlv, with 
his henchman, Q. R. Kemp, city marshal, both being fully up to 
the times In all that pertains to field sports and out door recrea¬ 
tion. We took a southerly course, making a detour of several 
miles In order to be working homeward as the Bun was declining, 
changing the ground as seemed best adapted to the habitat of 
the game we were In search of. The fields were large, as Is 
usual on Southern plantations, consequently we had hut. few 
fences to mount or pull down, and which were at once closed up 
by onr attendant* in our wake. We found plenty of quails, 
mostly in the sedge grass, hedge brush and washouts bordering 
the streams and swales. 

Our object was not to see how large a bag we could fill, other¬ 
wise we would not have gone out in a squad; but, as far as I 
was concerned, rather to enjoy the balmy air of the South, which 
from residence in the rigorous Winter climate of the North, I 
had been long a stranger to; together with the genial eompau- 
lonsblp and welcome hospitality of my Canton friends. 

As our dogs came to a point we rode up, dismounted, banded our 
horses over to the attendants, followed up the game, and brought 
them down, too; many with two ormore charges of shot In them, 
the result of too many guns in the field. However, we enjoyed 
the sport, aud bagged, each of us, on an average, about twenty- 
five birds. The succeeding days were but a repetition of the first, 
with like results. 

One day we aent forward our horaes to a station on the rail¬ 
road, eight or nine miles from Canton, starting them off early, bo 
as to find them on hand when we landed with our dogs from the 
care. We worked away many miles over the fields, when a “ sol¬ 
itary horseman might have been seen ” approaching us. His gait 
was bold and Impetuous, and, I may say, threatening. Turning 
onr glasses upon him we saw that both the rider and horse were 
bespattered with mud, from hoof to dome. Hishnntlng suit and 
gun denoted him to be a sportsman, but who he was or what bis 
errand in the wilderness, gave ns aiixlety. Perhaps a summons 
from some hoetlle forces to fall Into the ranks, or to fall out of 
the wilderness, was to be our greeting; yet we stood our ground 
as men who had often met the foe. Rapidly he approached, 
with a wild, barbarous shout, holding In his right hand a mur¬ 
derous weapon, which he flourished over bis head, Indicating a 
hostile Intent, at which we instinctively formed Into line, with 
our guns at a charge, and demanded, “ Thy name, and purpose, 
stranger, standi Who comes here?" 

Answer, “A friend.” 

“ Advance, friend, and give the countersign,” and tight heart¬ 
ily did he give the password, “Old Otard,” and right royally did 
wo bid him welcome In our midst. Thus were not only our fears 
allayed, but onr thirst likewise. We found this gentleman to be 
Mr. Dan Durgln, of the enterprising house of Lomax & Co., of 
Chicago, on bis way South. He also had stopped at Canton, 
where he was told that I was out shooting In that neighborhood, 
whereupon he took a livery horae, with such directions as he 
could gather, and started at an early hour In search of our party. 
After traveling over fifteen miles out of the direct way, through 
the mud and sloughs, he reached us about three in the afternoon. 
How he ever found us at all, (tas ever been a query to me. 
Sheriff Priestly remarked, “ No one bat a live, Indefatigable 
man could ever hive found our trail, coursing as we did over 
hills and dales without hardly a landmark or path to guide the 
traveler on his way.” After a cordial greeting, Mr. Durgln put 
in the balance of the day to good effect, with his gun, and re- 
urned with ns to CaDton, and none the worse for wear. 

^ * ? er * 68 °* days’ shooting, and happy associations 
with my old and new friends In and about Canton, I regretfully 
made my adfenx, and left for New Orleans on Monday night, 
February 9, not, however, without promising to call on my way 
homeward. After various mishaps by the floods, I arrived by rail 
m New Orleans the next dav, and made my headquarters at the 
enterprising gun firm of Messrs. Hall * Cook, on St. Charles 
street. This is the headquarters of the Bportsmen of this 
city and vicinity, and where I met with many first class shot*. 

Here a small party was organised, consisting of Mr. Cook, Col. 
Norton of Pennsylvania, and myself, to go snipe shooting down 
to English Turn, eighteen or twenty miles below the city, on the 
tver. It bad been reported that we would find abundance of 
nip® there. We left the city about 10 a. m., on the 10th Inst.,

Jn the 16th Inst X took cars for Houston, Texas, which place 


I reached the next day in the morning. On my way I made the 
acquaintance of three aportemen ffpm the Eaat, Messrs. Buediker 
and Btuyvesant, of Babylon, L. I., and Mr. F. W. Richardson, of 
Boetoo, bound on the same mission as myself and with the same 
Intent. Mr. Bnedlker had two very fine setters of his own strain 
which proved to bo first class in the field. Mr. RIchardson’B 
setter drew forth many compliments for beauty, bat other “soft 
impeachments" did not meet the concurrence of sportsmen from 
the field. From an Ignoble field, he fell into the hands of Dr. Geo. 
A. McDonell, who will keep him In the stud for the use of hlB Teu¬ 
tonic friends. This “purp” was purchased by Mr. Richardson, 
upon the eamett recommendation of Mr. Staples, of New York, 
who probably can give his strain to any of the Houston sportsmen 
who may wish to make Inquiry of the ancestry of such a valua¬ 
ble dog. 

My shooting pastime In this section was very satisfactory upon 
the whole. The birds were plenty, mostly snipes. If I did not 
fill up my time In the sports of the field, the measure was tilled 
In partaking of the unbounded hospitality of my friends, who 
were, Indeed, lavish with their attention and favors. 

On the night of the 23d, Washington’s birthday, a grand ball 
was given by the “Old Guard," a military company composed of 
the leading citizens of Houston. I bad the honor of au Invita¬ 
tion, and met there the fair daughters of Houston and Galveston, 
where the brave bohs of Texas were assembled, and “all went 
merry as a marriage bell.” 

With Dr. McDonell and his family, I attended the Mardl GraB 
at Galveston. This was very Interesting to me, and gave me 
much pleasure, which will n6t lose It* hold on my memory for 
many years. The large gathering from all parts of the state 
added Interest to the festivity, and the genial assimilation of all 
classes In one universal burnt of hilarity and mirth, impressed 
roe with the rational necessity of the haughty and proud unbend¬ 
ing for a while, and coming down to the level of humanity. 

Once more In Houston, I filled up my time in shootlug In the 
field, and attending picnics, where I was entertained by my lady 
friends and others, where, also, In the practice of fancy rifle shoot¬ 
ing, to my astonishment I outdid myself In hitting anything thrown 
up In the air, either by an assistant or myself, from a nickel to 
a quarter of a brickbat, a la Carver. Many years ago I used to 
be called an expert at rifle shooting, and supposed such an Inter¬ 
regnum would destroy my nerve and accuracy, but under the bright 
eyes and smiles of the fair sex, I had allowed myself to undertake a 
feat where failure would have been disastrous,but I found myself 
equal to the emergency, coming off triumphantly amidst ap¬ 
plause. X consider It Is not so great a feat, after all. Let any 
quick shot, who has had much experience at the trap, try his band 
at fancy ball shooting, and I am hound to say he will astonish 
himself after a little practice. There Is nothing in It, as one 
would suppose, so very marvelous. Such Is my experience, and 
It will, nine times out of ten, prove the case with others, If thev 
try It. 1 

If I lost any of my enthusiasm for hunting while under the 
Southern skies, 1 attribute It to the unbounded attention ex¬ 
tended to me; not so much ou account of my personal good lookB 
—ahem I—or attractive cooversatlonal powers, a* from my long 
acquaintance with Dr. McDonell, who wa* an early chum of 
mlue lu the halcyon days of youth, I won’t tell how many years 
ago, and his family. On my arrival In Houston I became his 
guest, where, by the extreme kindness of the Doctor and bis 
good lady, I felt at borne and at ease. My visit to Houston la an 
episode In my life, which I can never forget. When one goes a 
long way from home, how nice it is to have some one, some dear 
old friend and his wife to brlog out the brighter sides of your 
nature, and hold them up to the light It made me feel truly 
young again. I need not add how reluctantly 1 tore myself 
away; but the “ fox must sleep sometime*, and the wild deer 
must rest." Bo X left on the 20th of March. 

Stopping over one day at New Iberia, where I was Invited to 
take a hunt, but the roads being almost Impassible, I declined, 
and took my homeward route, stopping at Canton, where 1 had 
another day in the Held. From Canton I went to Memphis,where 
I remained only a short time, thence to Chicago, which I reached 
after a trip of eight weeks and two days, 

I cannot speak In too high terms of the attention to myself and 
my dog over the railroads by the officials in charge, which Is so 
very unlike what many can say on other routes. This is my ex¬ 
perience, and what others moy expect who may take the same 
road to the South. Vidi. 


Trenton Shooting Notes. 


Trenton, Mo. 

Editor Chicago Field:— Trenton la situated In the north¬ 
western part of the state, on the southwestern branch of the C. 
R. I. & P. R. R. The east fork of Grand river creeps slowly by 
us on the west, and in the game season this stream and Its 
branches and lakes afford us plenty of splendid shooting. Ducks 
and geese and snipes fill the marshes, and as there Is plenty of 
timber along this branch, turkeys, the gamiest birds of all the 
land, abound here. 

I will relate a little experience I had myself the day before 
New Year's. A party, Including myself, started on a hunt. Our 
outfit consisted of five men with guns, and seven dogs; we also 
had some necessaries along, in case of snake blteB. When we 
arrived at the shooting grounds, wo were all feeling In good 
spirits, as the snow was about five Inches deep. We were in a 
paradise for game of all kinds. A native Missourian and myself 
started after turkeys; the rest of the crowd for quails and rab¬ 
bits. We hunted over one turkey range until about dood, and 
concluded that we had got on the wrong range for that day, so 
we started for another aection. About one o’clock p. m. we 
struck the trail of two; we followed them for about half a mile 
up one ridge and down the other until we came to a corn-field of 
about twenty acres, In the middle of the timber; then these two 
turkeys came up with six more, all going Into the corn-field. The 
young fellow that was with me had no gun, so I told him to fol¬ 
low the trail into the corn-field, and I would go round and get 
one when he flushed them, but just as he got about twenty yards 
Into the field I saw the graodest eight that I ever witnessed In 
the field. I beard a noise; I looked up, and sweeping down 
from a little hill In the timber, came ten turkeys, all in a bunch, 
Into the middle of the corn-field. They looked to me like that 
many elephants In the air. A grand eight It was; now every¬ 
thing was on Its P. & Q. I thought for a few minutes, and 
made up my mind that I must have a turkey. “ Oh, how near 
and yet so far I" And how to manage them was the next ques¬ 
tion. I called to the man With me, and sent him aronnd one 
aide of the field, and 1 slipped around the other. I had been 
there only about five minutes when I glanced down the corn 
rows, and I saw them coming, feeding as unconcerned as It no 
one was within a thousand miles of them. 

We were getting a little nervous about this time, and I held 
my breath until a fine large gobbler stepped out In range as If to 
say " Give it to me." I let him have the content* of my left 
barrel; he “ tumbled.” The balance commenced getting away, 
but another, when up In the air, “ let all holt* go ” at the report 
of my right-hand barrel. That was glory enough for me for that 
day. I was a king for a few moments. We returned to the 
wagon with our turkeys, and spent the balance of the day shoot 


tng rabbits and quails. Our bag was two turkeys, forty-five rab¬ 
bits, and seven quails. We saw a great many quails but they 
would not lie for us; too much snow. We have several sports 
men here who, after every enow fall go out aud get from one to 
throe turkeys a day. 

Prairie chickens are plenty here, but only a fine, experienced 
hunter gets them. 1 am afraid our game will Dot last long here 
as we have too many that hunt for the profit there Is In It. I 
must atop here, as I am about to enjoy part of the old gobbler 
that came up so boldly before tne on Friday. I wish vou were 
here to help me out with It. Yrkhut

Arkansas is essentially a game state. I believe, you, dear edt- 
tor, have had some experience shooting quail within her borders, 
so it Is only necessary to say that quail abound. The past Win¬ 
ter has been remarkable to sportsmen for the duck shootlDg It 
has afforded. Mallards by the thousand. One gentleman, who 
has shot many a greenhead lu Nebraska, and consequently knows 
whit is what, concerniog this matter, informs me that never 
has he seen so many birds, the cypress swamps were fairly alive 
with them. 

Are there any deer and wild turkeys! I asked. 

" We», I should remark 1” was the reply of Mr. Carnes, ticket 
agent of the Memphis & Little Rock R. R., who, by the way, 
shoots an elegant Greener hammerlesa gun, and I really think has 
the best red setter I ever saw. Deer are as abundant now a* they 
were before the war, and to judge from the extent of forest along 
the Iron Mountain road between St. Louis and this city, I would 
not dispute It; and turkeys, why they keep the farmers awake 
during the wee small hours of the morning with their gobble, 
gobble, gobble, and destroy his corn patch In the Fall, and his 
only revenge Is to lie In wait for them, with hie peculiar “turkey- 
caller,” and hie long small-bored rifle, and to pop over the old 
king gobbler the first opportunity, and he does It, too, and “don’t 
you forget It." 

The sportameu lu the city don’t lay much stress on turkey hunt¬ 
ing, but just take them in as they happen to run on to them 
when out after quails. It’s hard work, this turkey bunting, but 
wonderfully exciting all the same. One need not go a hundred 
miles away to get auy of the game here mentioned. The shoot- 
lug begins within three miles from the city of Little Rock and 
ends only at the state line in all directions. There are a good 
many crack shots here, and they all read the Chicago Field, and 
are loud In Its pralae. I will meDtlou some of the many genial 
fellows I have met, and can say, with all candor, that I believe 
any gentleman sportsman coming to this pretty Southern city 
will find a warm welcome. (I did, for tbemercury stands ninety- 
five in the shade as I write.) The list embraces, Governor T. J 
Churchill, B. Hempstead, P. H. Carnes, 8. R. Cockrell, Samuel 
Churchill, II. fl. Rattoken, W. H. Wright, H. V. Jablne and many 
others. Rambler. 

The Balance or Nature, —A great deal Is said about the 
balance of nature in game preservation, and the killing of vermin 
as a means of keeping up a good head of game has often been 
condemned on the ground that It is upsetting the balance of na¬ 
ture, and will In the long ran defeat Its own object. No doubt, 
if nature is left to hhrself, she will keep her balance, but that 
balance is not quite suitable under tbe circumstances of the 
nineteenth century. No vermin on earth was probably a nui¬ 
sance when man ran about in a state of nature, except perhaps 
the snakes. The balauce of nature amongst game and vermin 
is not quite suitable to man at tbe present era, and as the latter 
was made lord of creation we cannot sec any reason for blaming 
those who will “keep down the vermin." Some people would In¬ 
sist that when the grouse disease broke out so badly It was be¬ 
cause there had not been enough hawks left to kill off the weak 
grouse, who reproduced their like, and so far deteriorated tbe 
breed that an epidemic broke out. Just fancy a peregrine de¬ 
clining to make a meal off a grouse because It was plump and 
had a good constitution, and going hungry until one sufficiently 
emaciated to suit his palate came within striking distance. As 
nations have Increased in population aDd civilization they have 
passed laws to protect those wild animals which arc good for 
food, and afford sport, lu preference to those that are not tooth¬ 
some, but are tbe deadliest enemies of the former. The de¬ 
struction of vermin has in England always been held to be the 
“first step” toward successful game preservation, and the art of 
trapping has always been held a line ijiia non amongst the quali¬ 
fications of the gentleman lu velveteen. If the latter be an In¬ 
efficient trapper, game will be proportionately scanty, however 
well It may be guarded from poachers and other depredators. 
Now, Americans, although they have most stringent game laws 
in all the states, have not taken mudb trouble about the hawks 
and other vermin, and yet they are invariably complaining that 
they cannot get up a good head of game. They appear during 
the last couple of years, however, to have found out that their 
quails and other game birds have even greater enemies than the 
poacher, In the hawks .—Land and Water. 


Extermination or Western Game.— The game product of 
this country Is no small matter, wbeirlt Is measured In dollars 
and cents. An estimate of the trade In wild game of St. Loots 
alone for the past year, places the total amount of transactions 
at $1,000,000. A single firm have exported for the holiday sea¬ 
son to the London markets, 1,400 dozen quails, 1,400 dozen prai¬ 
rie chickens, and 500 dozen wild turkeys, and to the Liverpool 
merchants, 2,000 wild turkeys. There Is more Missouri venison 
this year In market than was ever before known. Tbe total value 
of the wild game killed and marketed In the United States, or ex¬ 
ported, would run up Into the millions.—.NacrnmCTito Bee. 


Wild Pigeons Moving North. —Chicago, Ill .—Editor Chi¬ 
cago Field :—We have word to-day, May 9, from La Crosse, Wls., 
that as many a* forty flocks of birds passed over that place last 
Friday, flyiDg north. We have also seen a gentleman residing 
at Independence, Iowa, who told us that he counted over fifty 
flocks flyiDg north over that place the same day. This confirms 
the report from La Croase, and would Indicate that a very large 
body of birds are on the move toward Minnesota.

Editor Chicago Field 'The sharp knock of the watchman 

having roused us from a deep sleep, at 3 a. m., Monday mornlog, 
we hurried on our old clothes, packed our blankets and tarpau- 
lln, got our breech-loaders and fishing tackle ready, and repaired 
to the rendezvous agreed upon. There, having seen our pro- 
visions, bedding and cooking utensils carefully stored In the 
wagon, three of us take oureeats, and the other four composing 
our party step off briskly, for the froety air makes walking pleas- 
ant, and filled with pleasant anticipations, we bid good-bye to 
civilization, (or a time, and the party Is eoon out of Monticello, J 
bouDd for a week’s fishing on the Waclssa and Ocllla rivers. 

Our road lies through the finest section of Jefferson county, ^ 
and as soon as It Is light we see on either side the rich cotton 
lands being prepared for the seed. Having traversed fifteen miles 
of this pleasantly undulating country, we arrive at the head of 
the Waclssa, where we find, as agreed upon, four fishing boats 
awaiting us. Three of them are manned by our guides, and the 
other, designed for the baggage, Is manned by our colored cook, 
Jerry, who unites the art of poling a boat with that of cooking. 

Breakfast having been dispatched, and our baggage carefully 
stowed In the boat, we start on our journey down this curious river 
—curious, because it rises a full grown river at Its very head from 
a hundred crystal springs. We glide smoothly down the river, 
and enjoy tbe wildness of the scenes that present themselves at 
every turn In the stream. The live oaks, with crowns of spread- f 
lng branches, sweeping the margin of the river, and the tall palmet- c 
toes, with their white, column-llke stems and clusters of palmy ( 
leaves, give a tropical air to the scenes through which we are , 
passing. I 

Our party get Beveral shots at ducks, and during the morning a e 
dozen shots were fired at alligators on logs near the banks, or t 
swimming lazily In front of the boats, but the tough old lizards t 
did not pay much attention to us, even when at short range. I 
We land for dinner at Camp Pleasant, where we discus* our , 
luncheon and two cups of coffee each, with appetites that are an , 
earnest of what they will be hereafter. One hour to smoke and 
rest the boatmen, and we are off again; we are now getting Into , 
good trout waters, and If we were not going too fast to fish might ( 
catch any number. Toward sundown, the prospect of the first l 
day’s passing without fish, made us get out our rods and trolling ] 
spoons; mine (shades of Izaak Walton) was a single hook on a ( 
trout line about eighteen Inches In length, baited with an oval i 
piece of bacon skin about three Inches long, which experience ^ 
bad taught me was more alluring to the uneducated Waclssa ] 
trout than the finest artificial fly or the most killing trolling 
spoon. At my suggestion, my guide left the boat trail and poled 
methrough one of the hundreds of shady streams that the river 
branches into at this point, and sitting In the bow of the boat, 
with my bait well ahead of me, I whisked It through tbe dark 
holes between the lily pads in a way that proved Irresistible. Not 
long did I wait, for with a rush and a plunge a fine six pounder 
secured my bait, only to be hauled unceremoniously through the 
water, ana Into the boat. Having put him Into the well to keep him 
alive, I trimmed my bait, and now full of the pleasurable excite¬ 
ment of the sport, I continued to lure them to their death until 
I had secured six fine fellows. A few minutes later, on arriving 
at our camp, I found that the other two boats had been almost 
as successful, and that we had caught .In all fifteen trout weigh¬ 
ing from two to six pounds. 

We ate for supper that Dlght (twelve of ub Including cook and 
waiting boy) six trout, with coffee and other things to match. 
Supper over and the fire replenished, we rolled ourselves In our 
blankets, and were soon asleep dreaming of the sport of to¬ 
morrow. 

Having eaten an early breakfast, whose piece de raittance was 
fresh trout, we now leave the Waclssa, and pushing through the 
canal, which long years ago was Intended to connect the waters 
of the Waclssa with those of the Ocllla, we soon emerge Into 
the dark, swift waters of the latter stream. This Is another 
curious water courBe; two miles above where we enter It, It rises 
from Its subterranean bed Into which It plunged a mile or two 
above, this being the second natural bridge formed by Its under¬ 
ground passage. After floating down the Ocllla for a mile or 
two, we land at a cedar camp where piles of odorous red logs 
await shipment. Landing here, we borrow from the absent 
owners of the palmetto shed which constitutes tbelr camp a sieve, 
something that we had forgotten. Two miles further down we 
pass the Bird Islands, where hundreds of cranes and cormorants 
build their nests. At the approach of our little fleet they take 
flight, circling around and maklDg a frightful din with their gut¬ 
tural croaklngs. A little further down we arrive at our camp, a 
i well built palmetto shed, where we unload our bzggage, and pre- 
! pare for a few days fishing In the bay which Is only two miles 
1 from this camp. 

Having eaten dinner, we take boat again and proceed down 
the river whose sides begin to lose their fringe of tall palmettoee, 
and give place to an expanse of rushes that mark the mouth of 
the river, and beyond these we catch a glimpse of the waters of 
the Gulf, dancing In the light of the sinking sun. We caught 
, some trout on our passage down, and enjoyed a sail back to 
j c&mp. 

About fifty yards from this camp Is an Indian mound, sur¬ 
rounded by a dense forest of live oaks and palmettoes. My 
curiosity led me to dig Into it with au old hoe, and I soon un- 
i earthed a pfle of human bones crumbling with age. I also 
found some bits of earthenware, on which I noticed a rude at¬ 
tempt at decoration, a smooth stone pestle, and lastly a com¬ 
plete skull which had so far resisted decay as to bear taking home 
[ with me. It was evidently an Indian’s skull, If a receding fore- 
0 head, high cheek bones and a long square Jaw are any Indications, 
and the set' of teeth were perfect and very strong. As to when 
they were burled we could only conjecture, but, standing on this 
wild spot, I could easily picture this dense forest echoing to their 
r war whoops, and the rapid river at my feet rippling In the wake 
of their canoes. Whether these burleAwarrlora fell at the hands 
“ of the Spaniards, who, according to Bancroft, must have crossed 
6 this river very nearly at this spot on their first disastrous expedi¬ 
tion under Cabeza de Vaca; or whether they were killed In bat- 
'■ ties with the early settlers In tbe northern part of the county we 
0 could only guess, and the effort to solve tbe problem kept my 
brain busy long after the camp had auleted down for the night, 
n Early the next morning we were up before the sun; getting 
>r our bait and lines ready for a day’s sport In the bay, and after 
r, dispatching a hearty breakfast, we dropped down the river and 
a- pushed Into a bayou to try for sheepshead and redflsb. As eoon 
as the tide was about half made, we began to catch 
them, and had a floe morning's sport hauling In the sheepshead 
,e and occasionally a redflsh. We got back In time for dinner, and 
r* just In time to make our camp more secure before a rain storm 
[. burst upon us, when we had to content ourselves with sn after- 
rj noon Indoors, made endurable by a game of eucber, and enliv¬ 
ened by several songs. 


During the night the rain fell In torrents, the breeze freshened 
Into a gale, and U took all of our blankets and pretty close stow 
lng to keep us warm and dry. 

The next morning, despite the lowering sky and rough river, 
we went out Into the bay and caught sheepshead again, our little 
Ashing boat*being handled pretty roughly by the swell; then 
back to camp In time to try the trout around the Bird Islands In 
the evening, which was much more to my fancy thau bottom 
fishing. 

The forest, near our camp, abounds In deer and turkeys, and 
a party from Monticello last year killed a bear not more than a 
hundred yards from camp; but the windy weather during our 
stay rendered hunting an Impossibility, on account of tbe nolee 
made by the palmetto leaves In the wind. 

The next morning, being Friday, wo took advantage of the 
tide to go up the swift Ocllla, and after two hours’ hard work 
with both poles and oars, we made the canal on our homeward 
journey. Reaching the Waclssa we set eall, and made good time 
up the river, arriving at its head at ten o’clock p. m., having en¬ 
joyed every moment of our trip, and having luxuriated In 
Waclssa trout fresh from the water, which, If one has never 
tasted them, will certainly furnish a new sensation. 

We found the wagon waiting for us, and before day, Saturday, 
we arrived safe and sound In Monticello, loud In our praises of 
the Waclssa and Ocllla, and resolved to repeat the trip as soon 
as possible. •• H- Q-

Bass Fishing. 

Chicago, III. 

Editor Chicago Field :—It’s strange that In a region so 
favored as that within a radius of a day’s ride by rail from Chi¬ 
cago, so few know of the excellent bass fishing to be had. 
Geneva lake, Fox river and other Wisconsin resorts are quite 
well known, but the expense attending a trip to either of these 
places Is a matter of no little importance to a man with a mod¬ 
erate salary, and perhaps a family to support, and Chicago rents 
to pay. I have fished from Maine to Florida and from Vermont 
to the Jim River In Dakota, and many’s the good time I’ve had; 
but it’s not my purpose to dwell on what I have done, but rather 
on what you may do, dear brother angler, If you will follow my 
advice. 

Northern Indiana, particularly Porter County and notably 
Valparaiso, the home of our friend Holabird,,(that Is when he is 
at home, for he Is traveling all the time now doing missionary 
work for the Fishing Line) has within Its borders the following 
lakes andpoDds: FUot, Long, Wahuband Spectacle lakes, three 
miles north from Valparaiso, and I doubt If there be any place 
where the speckled or calico bass can be caught In greater 
number*. They average one pound, and often larger, take a 
minnow, are fair game, and as a pan fish are excellent. Black 
bass are also caught here. I once killed ten elegant fellows tu 
an afternoon’s fishing In Flint Lake. Gossett’s mill pond ten 
miles north, and Lake Eliza, ten miles west from Valparaiso, 
are the beat places for black bass fishing. I once fished Gossett’s 
pond a raw May day and made an elegant catch of fifty-five 
fine bass; this was ten years ago, but I doubt not the fishing Is still 
good, as the natives don't use live minnows and have few 
boats. There Is a little gem of a pond ju6t outside the limits ol 
Valparaiso, that Is fed with springs and has more black baas to 
the square rod In It than any waters I know of. Holablrd bad 
this leased for years from the mill owner, paying $50 per year 
for the sole privilege of fishing, or rather for a place to take hi* 
friends. On one occasion he was visited by Mr. Albert Hayden, 
a well known merchant of Chicago, and I was Bhown the photo¬ 
graph of the string of bass Mr. Hayden killed, between the hours 
of 6 and 10 In the morning. I inclose a copy of the picture. 



The largest bass In this strlDg weighed six pounds, two ounces, 
and the tackle used by tbe gentleman was of the lightest char¬ 
acter; a split bamboo, weighing only eight ounces. The ball 
used was live minnows, and the style of fishing was casting or 
skittering. I doubt not that Mr. Sager, the owner of the pond, 
would grant permission to any one, for a reasonable Bum, to fish 
this pond. One can leave Chicago od the 5:15 p. m. train, 
Pittsburgh, Fort Wayne & Chicago R. R., arrive at Valparaiso at 
7:45, stop with Tom Mauleby at the Merchants’ Hotel, have a 
good day’s fishing next day, and return to the city at 5:15 In the 
evening. Rambler- 

Flies. —A correspondent writes to an English contemporary 
that although It may rob fly-flahiog of some of Its charm, but very 
Uttle, he thinks, It certainly safes an Immense amount of time 
and trouble If the angler only uses about four varieties of A *• 
for his pursuit. There la no harm, he declares. In an angler 
using flies for every hour In the day, If It so pleases him, butthis 
practice Is attended with great trouble. It Is a great nuisance 
to have to untie files three or four times a day, and to put fre*n 
ones on; this of itself Is a good reason for using the same. There 
Is no doubt, he thinks, on the other hand, that many veteran 
anglers prefer a good variety, and maintain that trout cao better 
be enticed by changing their lure several times a day; but these 
gentlemen, he believes, credit the trout with a nicety of dia 
ttnctlon which It Is very doubtful they possess.
